The advices say
Peru is perfectly well armed and her forces
h}te recently received 100,000 Mannlicher
rities of the largest pattern, together with
many other formidable machines of war. A
Chilean gentleman just arrived from Peru
states that in the Republic the approaching
war with Chite is ige theme of eonverss-
tion, and it is a fact that the semblance of
triendship is only for gaiuing time,

Tn the Argentine Republic a vigorous re-
cruiting of both natives and foreigners is
being prosecuted, and tne Govermwent is
with feverish haste arming the troops
There is no longer any doubt that a secret
compact sgainst Chile, offensive and de-
fensive, exists between the two Republies
named, and they are only awaiting sny-
thing that will serve as s casus belli in order
to throw one army into Tarapaca and an-
other upon the southern frontier, while
strong skirmishing parties will harass the
country from the Cordilleras The Chilean
Government has tardily opened its eyes to
the threatened invasion and has ordered
steamers to ba prepared for immediate 1n-
corporation into the navy, cabling for the
Captain Pratt to proceed to Valparaiso
without & moment's delay.
